1. FANK BREAKS KOMPONG CHAM SIEGE, CLEARS MOST 
OF CITY, CLAIMS MAJOR VICTORY. GKR SPOKESMAN SAYS 
LAST KI STRONGHOLDS IN CITY BEING CLEARED THOUGH 
REBELS STILL CONTROL TEXTILE FACTORY, PART OF UNIVERSITY 
GROUNDS, PAGODA OUTSIDE OF TOWN, AND AIRPORT ROAD 
REMAINS CUT; FANK BELIEVES ESTIMATED 200 REBELS 
TRAPPED. OVER 500 WOUNDED EVACUATED TO PP SEPT. 

1 1 ALONE, MEDICAL SITUATION MAY BE BECOMING CRITICAL 
( AP, SUN; UPI WP. NYDN, CHITRIB). WP'S GREENWAY 
REPORTS FROM KOMPONG CHAM (SEPT. 12) THAT KI PRESSURE 
LESSENS, CIVILIANS BEGIN TO REAPPEAR. THE RECAPTURED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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HOSPITAL AND MANY BUILDINGS WERE SEVERELY DAMAGED 
IN HOUSE-TO-HOUSE FIGHTING; LOCAL FANK COMMANDER 
ESTIMATES 400 TROOPS KILLED AND 1500 WOUNDED BUT 
HAS NO COUNT OF CIVILIAN CASUALTIES THOUGH HIS HQ 
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IS UNDERTAKING CENSUS OF CIVILIAN POPULATION TO 
DETERMINE NEEDS. KI STILL IN AREA IN FORCE AND 
GREENWAY BELIEVES THAT UNLESS REBELS PULL OUT COMPLETELY 
THERE MAY BE MORE ROUGH FIGHTING AHEAD WITH FINAL

BOTH LON NOL AND SIHANOUK PUT PRESTIGE AT STAKE 

ON OUTCOME AND LON NOL MAY HAVE WON. LON NOL DECLARED 

2 WEEKS AGO THAT KOMPONG CHAM WOULD NEVER FALL, 

WHILE SIHANOUK PREDICTED QUICK REBEL VICTORY AND

15. JACK ANDERSON WRITES AGAIN ON SEA NARCOTICS, 
DESCRIBING CONGRESSMAN WOLFF'S ENCOUNTER WITH SHAN 
REPS IN BANGKOK AND THEIR OFFER TO STOP THE TRAFFIC 

IN EXCHANGE FOR CASH AND HELP FROM USG IN THEIR 
STRUGGLE FOR "AUTONOMY"' FROM GUB. ANDERSON TAKES 
OCCASION ONCE AGAIN TO REPLAY SOME OF HIS OLD

16. BRADSHER (S-N SEPT. 12), IN HK FINDS EVIDENCE 
ACCUMULATING THAT PRC "IS GRAVELY WORRIED" OVER 
POPULATION GROWTH, AND "DRACONIAN MEASURES" ARE 
UNDERWAY ATTEMPTING CHECK IT, INCLUDING STRONG 
PRESSURE FOR WOMEN WITH TWO CHILDREN TO HAVE 
ABORTIONS, AND RESTRICTIONS OR DENIALS OF FOOD 
RATIONS TO EXTRA CHILDREN. WITH ESTIMATED POPULATION 
OF 816 TO 850 MILLION (INCREASING AT ABOUT 17 

MILLION EACH YEAR), CHINA IS CONCERNED THAT SUCH 

HIGH GROWTH IS INCONSISTENT WITH DECLINING HARVESTS. 
WITH LARGE-SCALE GRAIN IMPORTS REQUIRED, LESS CAN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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BE SPENT ON IMPORTING INDUSTRIAL GOODS. BUT USE OF 
ADMINISTRATIVE FORCE RATHER THAN POLITICAL PERSUASION 
TO CURB POPULATION GROWTH HAS STIRRED CONTROVERSY 
WITHIN CHINA. RADICAL CRITICISM SUGGESTS MAO 
CONSIDERS THIS APPROACH WRONG, SO IT MIGHT BE CHANGED. 

17. LAT'S JACQUES LESLIE (SEPT. 12) REPORTS SCENE 
ABOARD LST BRINGING FANK MILITIA FROM PP TO KAMPONG 
CHAM BATTLE. SAYS MOST MEN WERE IN FESTIVE MOOD; 

SOME ENGAGED IN "SUGGESTIVE" DANCING, A FEW WERE 
DRUNK; TWO MADE JOKE OF PLAYING CATCH WITH HAND 
GRENADE; FEW WORE BOOTS, EVEN FEWER HAD HELMETS. 

AFTER FINALLY HAULING UP LANDING PLATFORM AFTER 
DUSK, SHIP'S CAPTAIN DISCOVERED MECHANICAL PROBLEM, 

AND AFTER DAY OF WAITING, SOLDIERS AND SUPPLIES 
WERE ORDERED OFF SHIP. LESLIE SAYS THAT EXCEPT FOR 

FEW WESTERN JOURNALISTS WHO MANAGED TO SNEAK ABOARD 
CONVOYS TO KAMPONG CHAM. NONE HAS REACHED BATTLE 
SCENE. GKR HIGH COMMAND ALLOWS THEM ONLY TO 
INSPECT SHIPS IN PP, NOT TRAVEL ON THEM. 

18. GLOBE'S DOLPH ANDREWS POINTS TO AID BUDGET 
REQUEST FOR FUNDS FOR EQUIPMENT AND SUPPORT 

FOR GVN'S "HUGE PARAMILITARY" POLICE TO CHARGE THAT 
USG IS VIOLATING ARTICLES 2 AND 9 OF PARIS AGREEMENT. 
CITES CON SON TIGER CAGES, CHARGES BY TWO FRENCH 
FORMER PRISONERS, ETC., TO PROVE THAT US FUNDS 
STILL BEING USED TO CONTINUE "POLICY OF SUPPRES- 

SION" IN SVN WHILE US PUBLIC "IS TOLD SOMETHING ENTIRELY 
DIFFERENT." 

19. CRITCHFIELD (CSM) CONCLUDES REPORT ON PROBLEMS 
OF INDONESIAN URBAN POOR WITH CASE STUDY OF ONE 
BETJAK DRIVER FROM JAVA PEASANT VILLAGE. HE AND 
FELLOW DRIVERS ONCE TOOK PRIDE IN THEIR INDEPENDENCE 
AND IN BEING VITAL PART OF JAKARTA SCENE. NO LONGER 
WANTED, THEY ARE ROBBED OF SENSE OF DIGNITY AND 
PARTICIPATION. CRITCHFIELD DETECTS "VAGUE, 

TROUBLED SENSE" THERE WILL BE ULTIMATE EXPLOSION 
WHEN UNUTILIZED URBAN POOR, HAVING LOST THEIR OLD 
CULTURAL RESTRAINTS, MEET AND CLASH WITH RICH IN 
HEEDLESS PURSUIT OF CONSUMER SOCIETY.

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20. SHIPLER (NYT) FROM VIENTIANE DISCUSSES SITUATION 
OF VIETNAMESE RESIDENTS IN LAOS, SOME OF WHOM 
BROUGHT IN BY FRENCH AS CIVIL SERVANTS AND SMALL 

MERCHANTS WHILE OTHERS LEFT NVN IN 1954, OR SVN 
LATER, IN SEARCH FOR SECURITY. VIETNAMESE DO NOT 
ASSIMILATE READILY, ARE STEREOTYPED BY LAOTIANS 
AS PETTY EXPLOITERS, MANY SUSPECTED OF BEING 
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COMMUNIST SYMPATHIZERS AND ALL ARE BEING SUBJECTED 
TO GROWING HARASSMENT WITH INCREASING RESTRICTIONS 
ON RESIDENT FOREIGNERS WHICH APPEAR AIMED CHIEFLY 
AT VIETS. SHIPLER IMPLIES THAT WITH REAL PEACE 
MANY WOULD RETURN TO VN. 

21. MOST PAPERS PROVIDE GENERALIZED COVERAGE OF 
GATT CONFERENCE IN TOKYO. LAT'S SAM JAMESON NOTES 
PM TANAKA'S OPENING STATEMENT THAT JAPAN WOULD 
PURSUE INCREASINGLY OPEN ECONOMIC POLICY AND HIS 
WARNING AGAINST ENLARGEMENT OF "CLOSED, SPECIAL 
INTEREST KIND OF REGIONALISM." BOTH SCHULTZ AND 
NOSAKA SPOKE IN SUPPORT OF TOTAL ELIMINATION OF 
SOME TARIFFS ON INDUSTRIAL GOODS, BUT NOSAKA 
SPOKE OF THIS AS LONG-RANGE GOAL WHILE SCHULTZ SPOKE 
OF TWO YEAR TIME FRAME. JAMESON SEES OTHER NOSAKA 
COMMENTS AS PUTTING JAPAN "SQUARE IN THE MIDDLE" 
BETWEEN EEC'S MONETARY REFORM FIRST POSITION, AND 
US DEMAND THAT MONETARY REFORM GO IN HAND WITH 
TRADE REFORM. QUOTES US DELEGATE AS EXPECTING JAPAN 
TO OFFER HEAVIEST ASSISTANCE TO AN OPEN TRADING 
POLICY ON AGRICULTURAL GOODS. RUSH 
UNQUOTE RUSH
